WASHINGTON, Jan, 2.--Charges 
of a “leak” of advance information 
on President Wilson's peace note, in- 
volving other charges that somebody 
made profits on it in the stock mar- 
ket, gained further official attention 
today when Senator Stone, Democrat, 
spoke on the subject in the Senate, 
and Thomas W. Lawson ,of Boston, 
conferred with Chairman Henry of the 
house rules committee about a pro- 
posed congressional investigation, 

Senator Stone, rising to a question 
of personal privilege, said confiden- 
tial communications concerning the 
“honor of the nation had fallen into 
improper hands, but said he had no 
information as to whether a “leak” 
oceurred as recently reported, If so, 
he believed it would be traceabie to 
cepartmental employees 

“If it be true that any public offi- 
cial has or did use any secret or con- 
fidential information as alleged,” Sen- 
ator Stone said, “he is an unspeak- 

ible scoundrel, If any man in legis- 
| lative life—if any senator—did it 
(which I believe to be absolutely im- 
possible), he ought to be dismissed 
from his office or this body. 

“I do know,” Senator Stone con- 
tirued, “that things have occurred in 
the departments which ought not to 
be possible. I know that confidential 
communications with foreign goyern- 
ments to the state department have, 
by some means, found their way into 
| haids of men not authorized to re- 
|} ceive them. This did not concern 
stock market speculation, but did 
coneern the honor of the nation, 

“How this has happened I do not 
know, but it could have happened 
only through the instrumentality of 
employees,” 

Senater Stone then denounced 
Thonimas W. Lawson for his récent de- 
claration that members of Congress 
would shrink from an investigation 
into stock market “leaks.” 

“I despise these sensational fakirs 
who are always talking about public 
bodies and public men,” he said. “I 
; am sorry the newspapers should take 
up the bellowing of this’: ass.’

will be impesed upon them by 
force of arms. This may help to 
make clearer to the Allied peoples 
what Germany’s position is. Ber- 
lin is not asking for terms in ad- 
mission that it is defeated. It is 
dictating terms on the presump- 


tion that it is victorious. The 
Kaiser told us so plainly in his 
note. The more clearly that fact 


is recognized the more likely the 
Allied nations are to do the dictat- 
ing themselves when the time 
comes that peace is possible. 


British losses in the Somme of- 
fensive have reached the terrible 
total of a half million men, The 
compensating consideration is the 
claim, apparently justified, that 
the enemy has lost far more heavi- 
ly. That, seemingly, is the basis 
upon which the issue will have to 
be fought out. With the time, 
money and genius spent in prep- 
aration for defence on both sides 
along the wesiern front strategy is 
left little room for cheap victories. 
We are back to the primal fact 
that the only way to win the war 
is to kill the enemy. Germany’s 
military power is its man power, 
and its military power will be 
broken only when its armies have 
heen destroyed or when they have 
become so demoralized by defeats 
and Josses that the survivors re. 
fuse to fight longer in a hopeless 
cause. That cannot be aceom- 
plished without severe losses on 
our own side as well, 


The Doherty amendments to 
the criminal law, passed at last 
session of Parliament, were de 


signed to impress the prohibition 
section of the public with the no- 
tion that the Dominion Govern- 
went was placing in the hands of 
provincial authorities the power 
tu establish complete prohibition 
of the sale and consumption of li- 
quor in any province where that 
was desired, Vhey were at the 
sume time so drawn as to absolve 
the Dominion Government from 
any suspicion of partiality toward 
the prohibition movement, and to 
impose upon the provincial au- 
iforities the whole responsibility 
for dealing with the liquor traffie, 
including that portion of the res- 


ponsibility which rests properly 
and legally upon the Dominion 
authority.

ing nobody but their author and 
his hopeful colleagues who 
thought these might look enough 
like a ‘‘gold brick’? to get by the 
“ry party without being 
cnough like the genuine article to 
arouse the antagonism of the 
whiskey party.

Union labormen would have less 
objection to the idea of being con- 
scripted to work in munition fae- 
tories if the factories were con- 
seripted too. One may be en- 
tirely willing to serve his coun- 
try and yet have reasonable ob- 
jections to binding himself to work 
at present wages for a munition 
maker who is coining huge profits 
out of the country’s dire necessity, 
and in face of a steadily and 
rapidly climbing cost of living.

Perhaps if the blockade 
lasts long enough the Greeks will 
conclude that they could get along 
without Constantine better than 
they can get along without bread. 


If the C.N.R. track is being 
offered to the allies from patriotic 
motives and for the purpose of 
helping them to win the war, the 
rails will, of course, be turned 
over at cost plus a reasonable al- 
lowance for inconvenience and loss 
of operating profits—if any. A 
claim to recognition for patriotic 
sacrifice could hardly be found- 
ed on the incident of tearing 
up rails which cost $30 per ton or 
less and re-selling them to the 
Government for the present mar- 
ket price, something like $80 per 
ton. 


The British Government is plac- 
ing orders for shells in Canada for 
the coming year which may reach 
the stupendous total of $400,000,- 


000. There is a corresponding 
shrinkage in the contracts being 
let in the United States. This 


transferance of business to the 
Dominion suggests what could and 
should have been done a year or 
more ago if the Canadian Shell 
Committee had been operating in 


the interests of Canada and the 
Allied cause instead of in the 
interests of Allison. Until the 


British Government demanded the 
abolition of the Shell Committee 
and replaced it by the Imperial 
Munitions Board, not a completed 
shell, it is claimed, had been turn- 
ed out in Canada. While the Bri- 
tish authorities had to depend on 
United States firms for parts there 
could be no general policy adopted 
of cutting off United States con- 
tracts and replacing them in 
Canada, That this is now being 
done shows that under directioa 
of the Imperial Munitions Board 
the Canadian factories have been 
brought into position to turn out 
the finished article. Noting the 
amount of next year’s prospective 
contracts it does not seem out of 
the way to suppose that the Shell 
Committee and Allison beat Cana- 
da out of five hundred million 
dollars worth of orders by hawk- 
ing contracts around the United 
States instead of using these to in- 
duce and help Canadian factory 
owners to put in the plant for 
handling war business on a large 
scale, 


Not Much Self-Denial. 

Twelve employees of the Chicago 
Jicalth Department are carrying on ay 
experiment to last two w cs intended 
tc demonstrate that a person can live 
properly on forty cents a duy. The 
breaktast consisted of fresh ap 
ples, liver, bacon, one egg, muffins, 
hutter and coffee. 

In order to live on forty cents a 
Cay it would be necessary to buy all 
these things for a third of that sun 
say fourteen cents. Or if i is a two- 
meal diet ,the cost would be twenty 
vents. If the Chicago people can get 
all these things for fourteen cents, or 
twenty cents, there Is no food pro 
tiem to be solved, But how could that 
be done with eggs at six cents each, 
apples at five cents each, bacon at 
over thirty cents a pound, and but- 
ter at nearly fifty cents a pound? Add 
the price of tiver, coffee muffins and 
fuel for cooking, to say nething of 
dishes and service ,and you have a 
meal which would cost at least forty 
cents in Toronto, leaving nothing for 
juneh and dinner. 

The experimenters are told to eat 
slowly, which is good advice. But the 
first essential thing is to get the food 
We wish the Chicago people would ad- 
vise us on this point.

The purpose of the letter is to 
diseredit the Sifton government 
and one of its members by inuendo 
Although a supporter of the 
Sifton government, The Bulletin is 
prepared to admit fair and con- 
structive criticism to its columns. 
The letter of Mr. Dickerson

The tenor of the letter is to 
suggest—without saying it—that

Paul de Metis has not yet been 
built and for the unfortunate

The matter of a railway to St 
Paul de Metis is important. Its 
importance was recognized by the 
Sifton government when a guaran 
tee of $13,000 a mile for 100 miles 
was given the Canadian Northern 
by the Alberta legislature to in 
duee the construction of the road 
After a few miles of grading had 
been done by the company, work 
was suspended. After much ne 
gotiation the government reecom- 
mended, and the legislature sane- 
tioned, a further guarantee of 
$5,000 a mile. The hundred miles 
of grading has been completed 
and ties and bridge timber have 
been provided for the road. The 
Canadian Northern had arranged 


to lay 60 miles during — thie 
present winter with rails taker 
from the main line between Ed 


monton and Kamsack, whieh were 
replaced by new 80 pound 
rails. What effect the new rail 
way policy of the Dominion gov 
ernment will have on the situation 
remains to be seen. With the 
threat to tear up 225 miles of main 
line track as a war measure, it is 
only to be expected that the rails 
already taken from the main line 
and not yet laid down will also be 
seized. If they are not it will be 
because the provincial government 
by its guarantees has caused the 
expenditure of over a million dol- 
lars in grading the line ard get- 
ting out ties and bridge timber, 


being 


thereby demonstrating their faith 
in the need of it. If the grading 
was not ready for the rails 


certainly there would be no chance 
that they would not be taken out 
of the country. If they are still 
taken away it is surely not the 
fault of the Sifton government 
any more than it is the fault of 
that government that they were 
not laid down long ago. 

Had the Dominion government 
kept its hands off this piece of 
road in 1914, the Provincial gov- 
ernment might have been able to 
secure construction, But the 
Dominion government covered it 
with the blanket mortgage which 
they took as security for their 40 
million dollar guarantee to the 
C.N.R. and have since provided 
the moneys pay the interest on 
the guaranteed bonds in order to 
keep their seeurity good. The 
Dominion government could easily 
arrange to permit or to compel the 
company to complete the road, 
But instead of doing so, although 
paying interest on the bonds, they 
seize, or threaten to seize, the very 
rails that were to be laid on it, 

No doubt the Sifton government 
has many limitations. No doubt 
many people in various parts of 
the province have reason to find 
fault with some act or omission on 
its part. The people of many 
other parts of the province might 
with some show of reason complain 
of the aid by way ef guarantee 
given to secure railway facilities 
for the people of Beaver River and 

Paul de Metis constituencies. 
But the people of those consti 
tuencies surely have no grounds of 
complaint because the Sifton gev 
ernment has pledged the credit « 
the province to the amount of 
#1,800,000 to secure the construe 
tion of 100 miles of railway 101 
their benefit. The grading is com- 
pleted, the ties and bridge timber 
are out, and the rails for 60 to 70 
miles are available to be laid this 
winter if they are not diverted to 
other uses by order of the Do 
minion government. 

It is true that the people have 
been expecting the railway for a 
long time, and it is not running 
yet. That is, of course, unfortun- 
ate. But the Sifton government 
is no more to blame for it than fo1 
the fact that certain business 
blocks in Edmonton begun before 
the war are not completed yet.
